The National Association of M anufacturers 
has a tax program, and in justice to it nothing 
short of ack nowledging it is dressed up fit to k ill 
w ill do right by it. 
It calls for a celling of 12 
per cent as the m ax im um tax to be levied on an 
income of $2,000 or less. That ceiling idea is car­ 
ried out in the “front room.” 
It would place the 
m ax im um at 50 per cent for incomes in ex cess of 
$2,000; suggesting a little ex planation for popular 
understanding. 
The m ax im um surtax brack et 
today is 95 per cent. So the highest incomes will 
get a 45 per cent tax reduction under this pro­ 
gram , while the smallest incomes will receive 
an eight per cent cut. 
The real “victim s” of all 
thia fancy footwork are the millions of Am er­ 
icans, the so-called American 
“m iddle-class,” 
neither filthy rich nor tragically poor, but the 
farm er, the professional men, the educators, the 
millions of people lauded to the sk ies as the 
back bone of America.

This Is warning in connection with tha tax 
program for the people to wak e up.

b a s s a d or to 
G r e e c e . T he 
other is form er 
Gov. D w i g ht 
Griswold of Ne­ 
brask a, who has 
Marquis Childs 
been in A thens 
for three m onths as head of the 
Am erican aid program . 
Sensational 
reports, 
both 
in 
Greece and in America, have had 
these men in conflict. It has been 
suggested that Griswold would re­ 
sign. 
This ex aggeration of the truth 
obscures the nature of the dif­ 
ferences between the two men.

MacVeagh is a scholar and a 
gentlem an.

models. 
Before 1940, w hen our interests 
here w ere lim ited, MacVeagh was 
an ideal am bassailor, and he was 
happy in his role as s^ k e sm a n 
for the new w orld in this seat of 
classical civilization.

Later, 
cultivate only often enqugh to 
keep them free of weeds and then 
not too deep lest you break the 
feeding roots. If rainfall is not suf­ 
ficient see that they are watered 
during early growth and for the 
first year.

B elo w U. S. A verai^e 
Rural eighth grade students in 
Nebraska last year ranked ap­ 
proximately three months below 
the national average, Wayne O. 
Reed Friday told a state-wide 
conference* of normal 
training 
teachers, 
superintendents 
a n d 
county superintendents. 
Standardized achievement test* 
given in 89 counties in May in 
place of the usual eighth grade 
examinations revealed this fact, 
he stated. Spelling tests revealed 
Nebraska students eight months 
below the national average and 
the 
reading 
six 
and 
one-half 
months below, he asserted. 
These were followed in order 
by geography, four months; his­ 
tory, two months, arithmetic, one 
month; 
and 
English, 
one-half 
month, all below the national 
average. 
Only in literature did 
Nebraska students achieve the na­ 
tional average. 
These tests, he stated, show Ne­ 
braska children do extremely well 
for their age levels, but since too 
many start to school at the age 
of five years and are placed in 
the first grade, they cannot do 
the type of work required of first 
grade pupils. As they are pro­ 
moted through the grades, their 
work each year becomes success­ 
ively lower than the grade level 
in which they are placed.
